H uckleberries Also 
New at Farmers’ 
Market Today 


Adams county roastin’ ears made 
their bow at the Farm ers’ m arket 
house this morning and the scanty 
supply soon disappeared a t 30 and 
35 cents a dozen. Huckelberries were 
new today also and brought 20 cerite 
a quart. The crop is poor tills year, 
it was reported today. 
Business was good at the m arket 
house with large supplies of berries, 
vegetables, fruits and m eats on hand 
for the stream s of shoppers. 
Sour cherries continued at IO cents 
a quart. 
Red raspberries continued 
to bring 15 cents a quart box while 
the black variety sold a t two boxes 
for 
25 
cents. 
Blackberries 
were 
marked three boxes for 25 cents at 
some stands. 
Dewberries could not 
meet the demand at IO cents a box. 
Large Peach Supply 
Peaches were in good supply and 
at most stands brought IO cents a 
box, 20 cents a quarter peck and 
25 cents a half peck. 
Early apples 
brought IO cents a box and 20 cents 
a half peck 
Several varieties of 
plums were on sale with most of 
them bringing IO cents a box. Goose­ 
berries were IO cents a quart. Pears 
brought IO cents a quart box. 
Tomatoes were more plentiful than 
at any session so far this summer, 
but continued to be available only in 
limited quantities. 
They were 15 
and 20 cents a box. Peppers brought 
20 cents a dozen and sold at two 
for five cents. 
Cabbage 
brought 
from five to eight cents a head and 
peas sold a t IO cents a box and 15 
cents a quarter peck. String beans 
were IO cents a quarter peck and 15 
cents a half peck at many stands. 
Corn beans were IO cents a quart 
box and new potatoes sold at 15 
cents a quarter and 25 cents a half 
peck. 
Cucumber prices ranged up­ 
ward from 40 to 50 cents a hundred 
Eggs brought 24 cents a dozen 
Prices of dressed chicken rem ained 
at 35 cents for fryers and 30 cents 
for older fowl 
Gladioli could be had from 
cents to $1.50 a dozen.

Although improved this morning 
she could not speak plainly and ap ­ 
peared to be suffering from shock, 
although she was able to walk to­ 
day. 
A tree several hundred feet 
away was struck during the storm 
It is believed the fence may have 
carried part of the charge to Mrs.

PANAMA CANAL 
ZONE DEFENSE 
TESTED BY 'RAID' 


Surprise 
“ A tta ck ” 
Simulates Modern 
Blitzkrieg 


Balboa. Canal Zone, July 27 <AP> 
—The Panama Canal Zone defenses 
were checked for possible loopholes 
today after according a hot recep­ 
tion to swarms of “enemy" planes 
which roared 
across the Narros 
Isthmus last night in a surprise at­ 
tack stimulating modern blitzkrieg 
methods, and, incidentally, catch­ 
ing defense officers in their dinner 
clothes. 
Pending an analysis of detailed 
field reports, staff officers would not 
say 
whether the defenders had 
scored an unqualified victory, but 
their grim smiles indicated they 
were far from dissatisfied with the 
protectors of the canal, a vital key 
to western hemisphere defense. 
In the absence of official com­ 
ment the best indication of the ef­ 
ficiency of the defense was the fact 
that the alert signal was sounded 
an hour before the raiders were in 
position to strike, although the raid 
had been planned with such secrecy 
that only those in the highest 
places knew it was coming 
Conditions Resemble W arfare 
Except tor the actual crash of ex­ 
ploding bombs the attack, executed 
by planes from the Coco Solo naval 
base on the Atlantic side, was car­ 
ried out under conditions closely 
resembling actual warfare. 
For 45 minutes searchlights stab­ 
bed the air as formations of high­ 
speed bombers swept over the vital 
waterway searching for vulnerable 
points. 
Flares which the raiders 
dropped instead of bombs gave an 
eerie brilliance to the scene. 
The exact number of planes par­ 
ticipating w’as uncertain, but one 
outpost on the Pacific coast report­ 
ed that a score of big bombers had 
been spotted by searchlights. 
Gen. Sanderford Jarman, com­ 
mander of the Canal Zone anti-air­ 
craft defenses, was attending a din­ 
ner party with members of his staff 
when the warning system flashed 
word about 6 15 p. rn., that ‘‘sus­ 
picious" planes were approaching. 
Element of Surprise 
Clad in their evening clothes the 
officers hastened to headquarters, 
and anti-aircraft batteries strung 
out along the 50-mile length of the 
canal were standing by within a 
matter of minutes. 
The mock raid was the second 
staged by the navy planes since the 
canal zone defenses were reorganiz­ 
ed last fall The element of surprise 
played a greater part in last night's 
raid, however, for word of the pre­ 
vious attack had leaked out in ad­ 
vance to some of the defense forces.
